Fae . BIRDS FOE OF INSECT PESTS. 

; ” Special investigations to find how far the various bird species aid 
mankind in ‘his ‘perpetual war on insect enemies are being carried on by 
the United States Bureau of Biologicat Survey. In the western states 
the grasshopper is particularly troublesome, so far as the farmer and the 
fanch owner are concerned. Specialists found that of 27 species of birds 
‘Examined: 25 were grasshopper caters. In 3g of the species all of the 
tindjyiduals collected had given grasshoppers a place on theie menu. The 
birds “paving the best records were the lark sparrows, meadow larks, 
i | Franklin gulls, Arkansas kingbird, crow, blackbird and the common 
‘“kingbird. Probably there are not birds enough in the country to clean 
“up a full-strength invasion of grasshoppers, such as the western farmers 
have come to dread, it is said, but the birds assist materially in the efigrts 
made by mgn to control the pest.

, Specialists say that poisoning campaigns ‘are amony the best wea- 
pons used against the grasshopper. From time to time reports are sent 
in saying that many birds have fallen victim to the poisoned mixtures 
placed for the insgcts.

Careful observation, made by 
experts, shows that bird losses from soch causes are insignificant. Some

The materials used jn making cord~ 
age consist of the varlous varieties 
of vegetable Obres; Manilla hemp, 
common hemp, sisal hemp and cot- 
ton; flax, Jule and cocoanut fbre are 
also used.; Of (iso henip fs the most 
serviceable, because of Jis strength, 
suppleness, Mexibility and durability, 
Ropes and twine of cotton are ex- 
tensively made; jute, too, because of- 
ite cheapness Is now in considerable 
use, but it’ is very deficient in 
strength and durabliilty; cocoanut 
tibre has many advantages. one of the 
greatest of which is its tightness and 
resistance to the Influence of water, 

To produce a flexible and a tena- 
cfous cord, which shall retain the col- 
lective strength of every bre of the 
material of which {it Is composed, 
advantage Is taken in the mwanufac- 
ture of cordage of the natural twist of 
the Obre. First, the Obres of the 
hemp are loosely twisted together, 
enod form what Is technically known 
as yarn. When two or three yarns 
are twisted together they form a 
strand: three strands form a rope, 
abd three ropes a cable. The ropes, 
are, in {heir turn, subjected to 2 var- 
fety of’ processes {n order to Josure 
their leaving an equal strain prior to 
thelr being combined Into a cable. 
it has been found that the most 
effectual mode of obtaining the unite 
ed strength of the Gbres composing 
2 rope is by compressing and twist- 
ing the Obres fn different directions. 
It uie strands were twisted ono way 
only they would untwist themselves, 
and part at tho elighteat strain; how- 
ever, advantage Js taken in the make 
ing of “rope” of this tendency to un- 
twist, by laying strands togethor that 
have been twisted in opposite direc- 
tions, producing a compact, hard, 
strong’ rope, bound together by frio- 
tion of Its parts, neJther breaking the 
Qbres on the one hand, by over twist- 
; Ing, nor leaving them so loose as to 
| be easily drawn out from the mass 
on the other; @ther would be equally 
fatal fn Its results, and injurfous to 
the atability of the rope. As a broad 
general rule it should be borne in 
mind that the loss of bearing power 
by twisting is almost one-third, but 
tho tighter twisted ropes galn Ja dur- 
lability what they lose in power, A 
, twist of four-fifths of the length of 

the component yarna gives one-third 
more bearlag power than If twisted 
sto two-thirds of the length, which is 
{the ordinary twist of ropes in use.

|frém 35 to GO per cent. according 
to the gradual or abrupt bending in

bend of the knot the strain is no 
longer equally distributed among the,

jing the load on the few remaining 
, fibres, resulting in a complete break- 
jage; hence, a knot that least affects 
(the strength of a rope Is ono having 
}a gradual bend in its formation; 
ttherefore, badly constructed knots 
‘should be avoided. A knowledge of 
‘the strength of ropes, and of their 
| breaking weight, {s essential in all; 
operations where ropes are used. A/| 
hemp rope one inch in diameter has 
an ultimate strength of about 6,000 

pounds, and its safe working strength 

is about $00 pounds. A manila ro; 
Is slightly stronger. For calculating 

the strength of ropes, a simple rule is 
to multiply the circupference of the 
Tope in inghes by itself, and one-fifth 
part of the product will express the { 
number of tons the rope will*carry. 
; For example, if a rope be three Inches 
in circumference, 3X3: 9, the fifth of 
which is 14-5—the number of tons 
such a rope will sustain. 

When ropes get wet they should be 
hung up to dry, elther In the sun, or 
by artificial! means; not on any ac- 
count shodld they be stored before 
they are dfty, nor should they be 
kept {n a confined or damp place, 
where no air can get to them. 
Hecauso of the twist given the rope 
. }in its manufacture, it should always 

be coiled “with the sun” and, in un- 
colling It, the end first laid down 
hould be ihe one first taken up, 
otherwise, thé ropa will twist. and 
kink and jam in the pulley blocks.

Wyckoff 
died she tad spent 42 years [n pris- 
on, entering upon a life sentence as 
&® young,woman of only 34. A few 
years ago she was freed of all sus- 
Picion by the death bed confession 
of one who might b&re saved her in 
the first Instance, bot who chose to 
keep sllent. Then, for the {th time, 
the prisoner refused a pardon from 
the Afth governor to offer release. 

Bo long as she was still believed a 
perticipant in the murder of her hus- 
band she refused’ pardon for that 
reason. When the confession cleared 
her name ahe refused because her 
long imprisonment had broken all 
contact with the outside world, in- 
cluding'her family and friends, dead 
er , and she actually pre- 
ferred the prison which she knew to 
the unknown freedom so long and 
unjustly denied,

er years because her name fad been 
cleared and spoke with no bitterness 
of the {pjustice which had broken 
her Ife and torn her from all social 
contact with those she loved.

In 1878 Mr. Dyer was called: to Al- 
bert University as professor of Natural 
Science, and proved himself a t! 
ough echolar and successful teacher in 
‘his favorite branch of study. In July, 

1884, he married Miss Hulds Spafford, 
of Belleville. 

After the union of the Methodist 
Churches in Canada and tho - Feder. 
ation of Albert and Victoria Univers- 
ities, in 1884, Albert College becams a 
school for secondary education, and 
Prof. Dyer was made principal, which 
position he held until June, -1913, when 
failing health compelled him to retire. 
During his principalship of 28 years, 
Dr. Dyer cxercised the function of his 
position with great tact, wise judgment 
and nuaovarying success: The college 
steadily increased in numbers and 
prosperity, enrolling for several years 
from 350 to 375 students,

Wyckoff 
died she had spent 42 yeara In pris- 
on, entering upon a life sentence as 
a young woman of only 34. A few 
years sgo she was freed of al] sus- 
Diclon by the death bed confession 
of one who might have. saved her in 
the first instance, but who chose to 
keep silent. Then, for the fifth time, 
the prisoner refused a pardon from 
the fifth governor to offer release, 

So as she was still believed a 
Participant in the murder of her hus- 
band she refused a pardon for that 
reason.. When the confession cleared 
her name.she refused, because her 
long {mprisonment had. broken al! 
contact with the outside warld, in- 
cluding her family. and friends, dead 
or dispersed, and she actually pre- 
ferred the prison which she knew to 
the unknown freedom 60 Jong and. 
unjustly denied, . 

She was quite contented in her lat- 
er years because her name had been 
cleared and spoke with no bitterness 
of the injustice which had broken 
her Ife and torn her from al] social 
contact. with those she loved. .The 
stalniess name, she sald, would mean 
nothing to an old woman. without 
the friends who had died and whem 
she remembered as young, but who 
might have forgotten her.
